and we have suffered from it ever since. It 
has contracted the heart of the city so that 


it has been for many years too congested to 


pump the stream of prosperity through the 
arterice of the city.

Subway Must Displace Loop. 

There was no doubt about this sentiment 
holding the place of honor in the breast of 
every man who heard him, for they shouted 
a bravo with one accord.

* This is no time to quarrel about what kind 
of a subway to build; the citizens and the city 
officials must get together and decide that we 
will have the best subway that can be built, 
and then with mutual confidence set about 
getting it. We must have the subway in or-

A SPECIAL SESSION 


Decides to Reconvene Gen- 
eral Assembly to Consider 
Primary and Wa- 
terway Bills. 


NOV. 16 PROBABLE DATE. 


Intends to Restrict Lawmakers 
Exclusively to the Two Im- 
portant Subjects Men- 
tioned.

Gov. Deneen has decided to call an extraor- 
dinary session of the Illinois general assem- 
bly. The date selected is Tuesday, Nov. 16. 
Nothing will be included in the governor's 
call except primary election legislation aad 
the deep waterway proposition. 

The date is subject to change, dependent 
upon conditions which may arise between 
now and the time when the official notice is 
sent out by the executive. 

Gov. Deneen had a long conference late 
Wednesday night at the Union League club 
with his intimate political advisers and de- 
termined then that it is necessary to call the 
Senators and representatives to Springfield. 
He went to Bureau county yesterday mora- 
ing to deliver an address and returned to Chi- 
cago last night, when he again talked with 
some of his political lieutenants. He expects 
to depart for Springfield early this afternoon. 

That only the two dig features will 
be included in the special session call causes 
distinct surprise to the legislative leaders 
and to politicians generally. In the move is 
seen a clever bit of strategy which makes 
possible a combination of the governor's 
forces, which are aligned with the primary 
program, and the interests which are de- 
manding the enactment of some form of en- 
abling deep waterway legislation. 


In the Interest of Harmony. 

It had been the supposition that the gov- 
ernor might open the gates and let the tegisr 
lature consider anything in the lawmaking 
Une which might be suggested. He has been 
flooded with requests from many different 
sources asking him to include certain projects 
in the call, but he feels that he cannot in- 
clude one without including all. In the inter- 
est of harmony, therefore, he has decided to 
name nothing beyond primaries and water- 
way. Such action on the part of the execu- 
tive binds the legislature to a short and sim- 
ple plan of action and presents the prospect 
of a brilliant and bitter battle between the 
conflicting forces on either side of the pri- 
mary and waterway issues, | 

The governor has not ‘annouiited the policy 
which he will outline in his message to the 
general assembly at its special session. It 
is understood, however. that it is his purpose 
to advocate flatly a direct primary election 
law, modeled closely after the Mte Oglesby 
law—the last to be killed by the Supreme 
court—with such changes as may be recom- 
mended by the justices of the Supreme court, 
which would tend to remove the constitu- 
tional objections which the justices found in 
the last statute. 


Policy as to Deep Waterway. 

As to the deep waterway, there is little 

doubt but that Gov. Deneen will stand firmly 
by the policy laid down in the Schmitt bill 
of the last session of the legislature, which 
was backed by the administration senators 
to the limit. The governor demanded that 
the Lockport-Utica stretch of the deep water- 
way be constructed immediately through the 
$20,000,000 bond issue which has been au- 
thorized by the people and that the water 
power rights be conserved for the interest 
of the state. In this he was antagonized by 
Senator Lorimer and the Shurtleff organiza- 
tion in the house, With the result that all 
pending deep waterway legislation died in 
the conference committee. 
Nothing has been heard witch cen. 
that Lorimer or Shurtleff has cNanged his 
mind, and a repetition of the fight of last 
winter is regarded as a certainty. 

The official call will be issued immedlately 
after the state fair, which begins next week 
at Springfield. 

While he wae in Chicago the governor took 

up the matter of the special election in the 
Sixth congressional district to succeed Sen- 
ator Lorimer. It had been the original plan 
to call the election for the first week in No- 
vember. It is now the expectation to call it 
in the last week of the same month. Rumor 
has it that the delay is due to negotiations 
in progress looking towards a unanimous 
nomination by the Republicans of Col. B. A. 
Eckhart.

Republicans Name Ticket of Own 
After Leaving Convention. 


OTHERS | MAY INDORSE IT. 


Bannard Named as Candidate for May: 
or; Gaynor Gets New Aid. 


New York, Sept. 23.—[Special.j—The Re- 
publicans, going it by themselves, nominated 


this city ticket at 6:30 o'clock this evening at 


their convention in Carnegie hall: 


For mayor—Otto T. Bannard of Manhattan. 
Yor controller—William A, Prendergast of 


For president of the board of aldermen—John 
Purroy Mitchell of Manhattan. : 

Mr. Mitchell gives the only tinge of non- 
partisanship to the ticket. He is an inde- 
pendent Democrat. 

Before naming this ticket; the Republicans 
technically withdrew from the fusion con- 
ference, after a committee named by the 
convention had been closeted with the nom- 
inating committee of the fusion forces, minus 
the Hearst element, for two hours, going over 
the various candidates proposed. The with- 
drawal Was necessary unless the Republicans 
would agree to adjourn the convention to a 
later date. 


Chairman Outerbridge of the mitte of 
100 made it plain that the representative of 
that body on the nominating committee of the 
fusion bodies could not speak for the entire 
committee of 100 and that a meeting of the 
full committee would have to be held before 
approval co be given to any ticket. It 
was impossible'to get the committee together 
on such short notice and the Republicans 
were unwilling to adjourn their convention. 


Committee May Indorse Ticket. 

In withdrawing from the fusion conference 
the Republicans received assurances that a 
strong effort would be made to have the com- 
mittee of 100 approve of their ticket at a, 
méeting which, it is expected, will be held 
tomorrow. It is also their expectation that 
the other bodies which remained in the con- 
ference and were represented this afternoon 
will indorse it so that it will be virtually a 
fusion ticket. 

The nominating committee of the fusion 
conference, though unable to agree on a can- 
didate for mayor, already had decided upon 
Prendergast and Mitchell for the other 
places, This was before even the Hearst peo- 
ple withdrew. 

In the fina) effort to select a candidate for 
the top of the ticket that should meet the 
views of all hands, which was made in the 
afternoon during the recess of the conven- 
tion, the Republicans presented the names of 
Mr. Bannard and Job Hedges, while the com- 
mittee of 100 representative again brought 
up the name of Henry L. Stimson. 


Bannard Coming to Chicago. 
Stimson, however, was eliminated early in 
the e e e talk’ As between Hedges and 

meniber# or tite committee Tt 


Watz said, seemed inclined to favor Bannard. 
It was contended among other things by 
Chairman Outerbridge and others that 
Hedges was too much of an organization man 
to suit them. When Messrs. Woodruff and 
Parsons saw what the feeling was they de- 
cided upon Mr. Bannard. who already had 
given his consent to run. 

It was nearly 4 o'clock when this decision 
was made, and the Republicans withdrew 
from the conference to name a ticket with 
Mr. Bannard at its head. Mr. Bannard had 
attended the early session in the afternoon 
as a delegate, but he was not to be found 
when it reassembled. Some one, it is said, 
had given him an early tip how things were 
going, and at 3:30 he boarded the Twentieth 
Century limited at the Grand Central station 
and was on his way to Chicago when he was 
nominated for mayor. 

There ts rumor that Bannard had doné this 
purposely to get away and think it over for 
a few days. A friend of his said that he 
understood, however, that a niece of his was 
to be married in Chicago and that he had ar- 
ranged to go to her wedding some days ago. 


Fusion Beaten in Washington? 

There was a story told tonight to the effect 
that as long ago as last winter a deal had been 
made in Washington for no fusion in this city 
this year. The story had it that in return 
for the support of the Tammany congress- 
men for Speaker Cannon, the Republicans 
would go it alone here and give ‘Tammany a 
walkover.

TOO NEAR TO GAMBLING. 


* 


Village Board Notifies Owner of 
Hall, Who, with Promoter, 
Explains to Anxious 
Throng at Door. 


Playing cards for paigted china prises is 
gambling under the drastic verdict of the 
north shore. The board of Wilmette last 
night shut the doors of a hall in which a 
euchre party for such prizes was to have 
been held. Women residents of Mvahston, 
Wilmette, Kenilworth, Winnetka. and Gien- 
coe to the number of 125 were turned away 
from the barred doors of the hall by the Wil- 
mette officials. . 

In Chicago with less highly developed sense 
of what constitutes games of chance such 
card contests have been popular for years. 
Some women china painters appear to make 
a tidy livelihood by conducting them. Their 
plan is to charge an admission fee of 25 or 
50 cents and to offer a dozen or more prizes 
that they themselves have painted. It af- 
fords an output for art. 

In Wilmette, however, it is different. Mrs. 
C. Miles Surqutst, 1438 Edgewater place. 
Edgewater, paints china and sells it. Trade 
may not have been as brisk as Mrs. Surquist 
could wish and she organized the card games 
as an outlet for her surplus. 


Decides on Wilmette Parties. 

She decided to try a series of parties in 
some place where there was not too much 
competition, and selected Wilmette. bngag- 
ing the hail of E. C. Jones, she had handbills 
and small posters printed and distributed 
through half-a dozen north shore villages 

announcing the opening. Score cards were 
to sell at 50 cents each, and there was an in- 
viting list of prizes, all of hand painted china. 
The games were to start at 8 o'clock. 

E. P. Dunschee, clerk of the village of Wil- 
mette, Saw these advertisements. He read 
them again and again, and the more he 
studied them and pondered the more firmly 
was he convinecd they meant gambling, or 
something too close to it to be permitted in 
the town. 

The village board met in special session 
and Clerk Dunschee reported the posters and 
his suspicions of gambling. He advised that 
the board take action to prevent the affair ih 
Wilmette. The Board members discussed 
the matter at length and arrived at the con 
clusion it 17 5 gambling that those bills 
threatened. ve Weey concluded they weuld 
quae t down the d. ete 

Owner of Hall Is Notified. 

Mrs. Surquist, down In Chicago; could not 
be reached by the authorities, who confined 
their attention to the owner of. the hall liv- 
ing in the suburb. Mr. Jones was informed 
the card contest for the lovely hand painted 
china partook of the nature of gambling and 
as such could not be permitted. 

Mr. Jones notified Mrs. Surquist that trou- 
ble loomed up ahead of her venture, but the 
advertisements were out and no one could 
prevent the north shore women from rally- 
ing for the opening and the chance to try 
their skill at euchre for those hand painted 
china prizes. They began to appear at the 
hall half an hour before the time set for the 
beginning of the play. 

They came in vain. Mr. Jones, stationed 
on the steps of the hall, broke the truth to 
them gently. He did not accuse them of 
coming there for the purpose of gambling. 
They were women and they came intent on 
winning hand painted china by sheer skill. 
But he told them the village authorities 
looked askance at the games and that noth- 
ing was doing. Mrs. Surquist, also on hand. 
confirmed all he said, and there was nothing 
for the ambitious players to do but depd#t. 


Mrs. Surquist Means No Harm. 

When I advertised the meeting, Mrs: 
Surquist told those who had planned to make 
great winnings playing euchre, “I did not 
know that I was doing anything that was 
contrary to the law or to the village or- 
dinances. I do not wish to do anything that 
is so considered, so I will abandon entirely 
my plan to hold the parties. I knew that 
articles of hand painted china were disposed 
of in Chicago by means of parties where they 
were offered as prizes, and I thought I could 
dispose of my paintings in the same way. 

I never attempted to hold such a party 
before, and be sure I will not attempt it 
again.” 

Mr. Dunschee told his attitude thus: 

“I did not have any particular objecticn 
to the party being held. But I knew that 
such parties had been stopped in other local- 
ities because they were considered gambling, 
and I thought if there was any foundation 
for such a claim the people of Wilmette 


eee, 


the parties were allowed. * 

For this reason I brought the matter to 
the attention of the village board. It voted 
that the party should not be held, and I so 
notified Mr. Jones. He informed Mrs. Sur- 
quist of the action of the board.” '

LONDON. Sept. 24, 4:30 a. m.—The house of 
commons was debating the budget at 4 o'clock 
this morning and the government's majority 
fell unprecedentedly low.

This received the support of the Irish mem-

Bluecoat Says Fear of Frank's 
_ Power Made Him Conceal 
Bribery Attempt.. 


Following his victory in the McCann case 
State's Attorney Wayman will ask the trial 
board of the police department today to take 
drastic action against Inspector William P. 
Clancy of the stockyards station for the part 
he took in testifying in defense of the con- 
victed police official. 

The charges against Clancy will be based 
on the transcript of his own testimony in 
which he declared he had been offered a $500 
bribe by Julius Frank, brother of the prin- 
cipal state's witness, and had not reported 
the alleged offer to his superiors because, as 
he put it: “I didn’t want to have anything 
to do with such scoundrels.” 

Inspector Clanry declared yesterday that 
he hed testified to gothing but the truth in 
the McCann trial, that he was ready to stand 
by anything he had-said and that he did not 
fear a hearing before the trial board. He 
said he had not reported the bribe offer be- 
cause he was afraid the power wielded by 
the saloonkeeper on the west side would be 
directed against him. 


Neglect of Duty Confessed. 

State’s Attorney Wayman said he was not 
attempting to persecute any one. but accord- 
ing to Clancy’s own testimony Clancy had 
neglected to perform his duty as a police 
officer and should be made to answer to the 
trial board: for the self-confessed dereliction. 

I have had a transcript of Clancy's testi- 
mony written up.“ said Mr. Wayman, “ and 
tomorrow I shall send it to the trial board 
with a request that some action be taken. 
He is guilty, by his own admission, of con- 
duct unbecoming an officer of the police de- 
partment and I think the board should take 
cognizance of the fact. 

A eulogy of himself voiced in the first per- 
son was the answer made by the accused in- 
spector to Mr. Wayman's charges. He ad- 
mitted he might have been wrong at the 
time in not reporting the alleged bribe offer, 
but he had several excuses to offer. 

In answering from the witness stand a num- 
ber of questions submitted to him, Inspector 
Clancy stated that he was as honest as the 
day is long. that if he had not become a 
policeman he would have had more money 
than he has now and that he always worked 
inéustaiously to climb to the top of the police 
force. It was this latter ambition he said, 
that prevented him from “squealing” on 
Frgnk at the time’ 


Power of Franks Feared. 

% At that particular time,“ he said yester- 
day, “and even before then, Frank was a 
great political power on the west side. He 
had an army of thieves and levee characters 
that he marched to the polls and voted as the 
aldermen of the ward dictated. 

J heard the Frank brothers never gave 
less than $5,000 to the campaign fund on the 
occasion of every election. I had been at that 
time captain for about four months. I was 
breaking my neck to get away from the dis- 
trict. I knew Iwas more than likely to hurt 
my chances if I made war on either of the 
Franks or on the administration. I knew 
what kind of a fellow Julius Frank was, and 
I didn't have any use for him, anyway. 

“Why didn’t I arrest them for keeping 
gambling houses?

Verdiet of Guilty Reached After 
Deliberate Discussion. 


DOUBTS YIELD TO ARGUMENT 


Decision Arrived at That Inspector 
McCann Accepted Graft. 


Through seven long hours twelve men, 
practically unschooled in legal lore, strenu- 
ously applied themselves to the mastery of 
reasonable doubt, circumstantial evidence, 
the technical status of a bribe, and the rela- 
tive validity of testimony. Decision of the 
jury in the McCann case, say members of 
the panel, rested on a clear comprehension of 
the points of law at issue, and not until these 
points were clearly understood by the twelve 
men was an agreement reached. 

Hour after hour's serious study of the stat- 
utes of IIlinols—no wrangling, no browbeat- 
ing, not even heated argument—this told the 
story of the deliberations of the men who 
held in their hands. at the conclusion of a long 
drawn out trial, the fate of the Chicago in- 
spector of police. 

Immediately after the jury retired Wednes- 
day afternoon C. A. Gregory was made fore- 
man, and it was agreed to take the first bal- 
lot without discussion of the court's instruc- 
tion or a survey of the evidence. Members 
of the panel urged that both were fresh in 
mind and that an initial ballot would estab- 
lish a working basis. In the jury room it was 
plainly evident from the start that a verdict of 
acquittal was out of the question. 


Only Two Jurors in Doubt. 

The first ballot stood ten for conviction and 
two for acquittal. The votes for acquittal 
were cast by Albert J. Taylor, 666 La Salle 
avenue, night watchman for Hibbard, Spen- 
cer, Bartlett & Co., and William B. Kruse, an 
electrical engineer, 1815 School street. Both 
declared they voted for acquittal because 
they entertained reasonable doubt as to the 
guilt of the accused. 

Then began the discussion which lasted 
until after midnight, during which time every 
point of, evidence in the case was gone over, 
the court’s instructions were scanned care- 
fully, and testsefor validity were applied to 
the testimony of the various witnesses. 

Gregory, foreman of the jury, declared that 
‘he expected the verdict would be unanimous 
for conviction on the first ballot. 

“Then we went over the evidence and the 
court’s instruction carefully,“ he said, and 
found that the evidence of witnesses in whom 
we did not have much faith was, substanti- 
ated by other testimony introduced by the 
state. We felt that, in a measure, the bitter 
attack on the character of some of the state's 
witnesses acted as a boomerang.” 


Taylor Explains His Votes. 

Taylor, who held out longest for acquittal, 

said: 
I évoted for acquittal at first because I had 
a reasonable doubt as to whether McCann 
was guilty. I voted for conviction ultimately 
because I made up my mind that McCann had 
guilty knowledge that tribute money was 
collected. ; 

“I was satisfied that McCann had a guilty 
knowledge of the tribute money paid; for 
that reason I was led to vote for his convic- 
tion. He evidently did nothing to impart 
this knowledge to his superior officer, and 
we know he did nothing himself to stop the 
collecting of this tribute money.“

JURY DEBATE LONG, BUT CALM 
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State’s Attorney Renews His 
Fight on Alleged Juggling 
bol Venire Lists. 


HEARING 18 CONTINUED. 


Cases of Holland, Martin, and 
Rayburn Are Put Over to 
Next Tuesday. 


State’s Attorney Wayman turned anew 
last night to the jury bribery scandal. 

His actions, following his custom of con- 
cealing his plans upto the moment when he 
strikes, were mysterious. 

Rumors of additional bench warrants, how- 
ever, at once were circulated. The closest 
inquiry fajled to disclose that any arrests 
were made or the warrants issued. The as- 
sertions nevertheless continued that the 
warrants. had been prepared in the state's 
attorney's office, but had not been taken be- 
fore any judge with a request for issue. This 
step, if the report has basis, would be the 
logical development of today. 

Judge Barnes denied a statement that he 
had been asked to issue the warrants, and 
the other judges sitting at the Criminal court 
professed equal ignorance. 

Material of sensational import also was 
found in a rumor that a court official not 
hitherto mentioned next. would receive the 
attention of the prosecutor. 


Preliminary Hearing Continued. 

To allow Mr. Wayman further time in the 
investigation the preliminary hearings of 
John J. Holland, Nicholas Martin, and Willis 
J. Rayburn were continued by Judge Baldwin 
until next Tuesday, when, itis said, the pros- 
ecutor will find it necessary to show his 
hand” as to the evidence he has against the 
three accused men. Affidavits were made by 
the clerks in the jury commissioners’ office 
that they knew of no irregularities in the 
drawing of juries. 

Whether the court official whose name 18 
said to be connected in some way with the 
Jury“ fixing investigation is to be asked to 
give up evidence which he is supposed to have 
in his possession, or whether he is suspected 
of being interested in the alleged conspiracy, 
is unknown. The latter view is held by those 
who have been following closely the develop- 
ments of the inquiry. 

According to report, the official has been 
friendly with one of the men accused of ma- 
nipulating the venire lists, and on several 
ocasions has assisted him in various ventures 
in which he has embarked. Mr. Wayman’s 
detectives are said to have followed the man 
4o the home of the official and to have over- 
heard a conversation between the two. 

The state’s attorney appeared surprised 
when asked if it were true that the name of 
aman of prominence was connected with the 
investigation. : 


Enough Evidence Now, Says Wayman. 

“TI can’t talk about this said he. The 
evidence we have on the men under arrest 
will all be given to the public in due time. 
There is plenty of it; rest assured of that. 
I do not believe we will have any trouble in 
showing up one of the most diabolical con- 
epiracies that has ever existed in Chicago.” 

But is there a court official connected 
with the conspiracy?’’ persisted the inter- 
rogator. 

“I refuse to answer on advice of counsel,”’ 
smiled the prosecutor. ‘‘ There may be a 
whole lot of people connected with this jury 
‘fixing scheme before we get through.“ 

. The warrants believed to have been prepared 
in the state’s attorney's office were said to 
have been held over for reasons known only 
to Mr. Wayman. Former Senator Frank C. 
Farnum's name was mentioned in connec- 
tion -with the investigation, as was also that 
of a saloonkeeper of the name of Malloy. 


Three Cases Are Consolidated. 


The two cases against Holland, secretary of 
the jury commission; Rayburn. real estate 
dealer, and Nick Martin, secretary to 
Ald. Kenna, charged with a conspiracy 
to draw jurors illegally and irregularly, were 
practically consolidated when the judges con- 
tinued the cases. lt was agreed that Judge 
Baldwin should preside at the Tuesday hear- 
ing. 

State’s Attorney Wayman was represented 
when the case was called by Assistant State's 
Attorney Michaels, who asked for a post- 
ponement because Mr. Wayman expected to 
conduct the prosecution in person. The 
states attorney, it was said, needed a rest 
after the McCann trial before undertaking 
another of similar proportions. 

Mr. Holland appeared and insisted on a 
hearing, declaring that he was innocent and 
asking for a chance to have the cluud re- 
moved from his name. ‘ 

Attorneys Darrow and Brady. counsel re- 
spectively for Rayburn and Martin, urged the 
preliminary hearing, but Judge Baldwin de- 
clared that there was no need of haste.

Beaoring on Gustav Myers Case. 

The question of the regularity of the new 
venire of 100 jurors drawn from the jury box 
for the trial of Gustav Myers on a charge of 
perjury was not recalled before Judge Me- 
Ewen, the entire day being consumed in the 
argument of a motion to dismiss on other 
grounds. This argument, it is expected, will 
last another day, and the question of the le- 
gality of the jury probably will not be raised 
again until next week, 

The motion in argument is that the case 
was once adjudicated when a former indict- 
ment was quashed. If it is sustained by the 
court the legality of the jury wiH not be 
questioned and will have no occasion to be 
raised again in the case. If it is not sus-

Wayman’s detectives. He questioned Capt. 
Wood after a report to that effect was made 
public and said the latter denied any knowl- 
edge of such work on the part of his detec- 
tives.

Trouble between the two firms began in 
December, 1008, when Frank J. Wende, sec- 
retary of the Chicago Engraving company, 
swore out a warrant for Adolph Jahn, presi- 
dent of the Jahn & Ollier company, alleging 
that the latter had employed detectives to 
ferret out business secrets of Wende’s com- 
pany. The case was dismissed at the pre- 
liminary hearing, the court holding that the 
evidence of conspiracy was insufficient. 


Stenographers Become Accusers. 

Comes now the Chicago Engraving com- 
pany, providing as witnesses and accusers 
the stenographers who ate Detective Jes- 
mer’s dinner and guilelessly answered his 
questions. According to their statements be- 
fore the grand jury the Jahn & Ollier com- 
pany secured, across the dinner table, data 
as to customers’ names, prices charged, bank 
deposits, employés in back room,” salary 
of back room employees, and all the com- 
pany’s literature. 

With all this material—paid for by seven 
course dinners—the Chicago Engraving com- 
pany alleged that its rival had succeeded in 
effectually injuring its business. Aside from 
the statements of the stenographers, Frank 
J. Wende, president of the Chicago Engrav- 
ing company, and Harry Asenchen, secre- 
tary, gave testimony. 

According to them, after the detectives hed 
secured all the information they could by 
banqueting stenographers, they gained en- 
trance to the plant of the Chicago Engraving 
company as solicitors and poured acfd into 
fixing baths, so that materials which sub- 
sequently were immersed in the baths were 
ruined. — 


Absurd, Says Adofph Jahn. 

Adolph Jahn characterized the attack on 
his company as absurd. He said that he 
did not know tie detectives named in thein- 
dictment and that he never had einploy ed 
any to pry into the sicrets of his rival's 
business. He admitted, however, that there 
had been friction between the two con- 
panies.

now the wife of Thomas L. Chadbourne of 
New York. : 

Included in the papers on file is a copy of 
Dr. Wassall'e will, by which he bequeaths 
$50,000 of his estate to Ellen and $1,000 to 
Joseph W. Wassall Jr., who was awarded 
to the mother in the separation agreement 
between Dr. Wassall and his former wife. 


Former Wife Wants Daughter. 

Mrs. Chadbourne fe in nowise interested 
in the distribution of her former husband's 
estate, and proposes to let the will stand 
as written, but she is determined to take 
back with her to New York the daughter 
who seems to have been estranged from her. 

Her plan of attack will be determined in 
a day or two, on the arrival of Mr. Chad- 
bourne from the east, when a conference wifi 
be had with Attorney W. W. Gurley. Attor- 
ney’ g. S. Gregory: represents Dr. Wassall's 
estate and it was he who drew the petition. 

Despite the fact Mrs. CHadbourne has seen 
her daughter but one month every year since 
the separation, she retains all the mother 
love she ever had for her. 

While the will makes no reference to the 
custofy of the child, Ellen declared it was 
her father’s wish that she should remain 
with Mrs. Hellmuth, and Mrs. Hellmuth yes- 


terday stated she made a solemn promise to

“There she is [indicating]. Ask her.“ 
Mrs. Hellmuth replied. 

“TI.em going to stay with ‘auntie’; my 
father did not want me brought up under 
the influence of Mrs. Chadbourne.“ the child 
replied, smiling. 

“They speak of me as a housekeeper,” 
resumed Mrs. Hellmuth, but Ellen's papa 
always referred to me as her companion. 
I preferred to go to my winter home at Ocean 
Springs, Miss., or to the home of my daugh- 
tei, but I guess my devotion for Ellen was 
too great. 1 feel now that it is my duty to

Speaks Well of “Auntie.” 

„% Auntie is a good woman, broke in the 
child. She hac been kind to me and has 
never been out of my sight except for the 
one month in the year that I had to go to 
Mrs. Chadbourne’s house in New York, and 
Joseph came here. I love auntie and she is 
going to be my guardian. I guess I am old 
enough to have something to say about it. 

“Auntie has been as good to me as any 
mother could be, 4nd papa had known her 
for many years, and he knew she was able 
to look out foreme.”’ 

In making such a difference between the 
bequests to his daughter, who is 15 years old,

Directors May Vote on Eleetrifl- 
cation at Oct. 20 Meeting. 


PLANS SUBMITTED TO CITY. 


Authorities See No Reason for Further 
Delay by Company. 


The next definite step toward the electrifi- 
cation of the terminals of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad may be taken at the meeting of 
the directors on Oct. 20. City officials, after 
looking’ over the tentative plans submitted 
by L. C. Fritch, consulting engineer of the 
railroad, and seeing the detailed data there 
presented, expressed the hope yesterday that 
the company is ready at [ast to commit itself 
to the reform. 

80 far as I can see, said a representative 
of the city, “there is no reason for longer 
delay in this business. Tbe company seems 
to-have its Investigation about completed. 
As the argument for delay thus far has been 
the need of a thorough investigation, I can’t 
see why the rd@ilroad people aren't ready for 
business now. The only reason they can give 
for further delay will be the cost. The city's 
estimate of the cost of the work under Mr. 
Fritch’s plan, $6,000,000, was a fair one, it is 
believed. Even at the company's estimate of 
$8,000,000 or $9,000,000 the improvement 
should pay for itself and should be financed 
easily.” 

Mr.. Fritch declined to diselose any infor- 
mation beyond what was contained in the 
formal communication to Health Commis- 
sioner Evans as the head of the anti-smoke 
commission. This, in addition to detalls al- 
ready published, included a statement of the 
trains and the to. mileage that could be 
handled with an électrified system and the 
hourly demand on power stations with such 
a system. 


Would Give Increased Facilities. 

Mr. Fritch estimates that his plan would 
permit 396 suburban trains to be run instead 
of the 250 now on the schedule. Eighty-two 
through passenger trains, 190 freight trains, 
and % cwitching movements would be pos- 
sible also, making a total of 1.068 train move- 
ments every twenty-four hours. . 

The capacity of the suburban trains would 
be 895,440 ton miles; of the through passen- 
gers, 431,610; of the freight division. 1.780 778. 
and of the switching eervice, 1,915,800. These 
all are said to be large increases over the 
road’s present capacity. 

The six steps in the electrification as au- 
thoritatively outlined in Mr. Fritch's com- 
munbication to Di. Evans follow: 

Local suburban vorvice from Randolph street 
to Sixty-third. 

2—Local and express suburban service to Sixty- 
seventh street and on the South Chicago branch. 

8—Local and express suburban service to Ren- 
sington, South Chicago, and Blue Island. 

4—Local and express suburban service to Floss- 
moor, South Chicago, and Blue Island, and 
through passenger service to Burnside 

5—Extension of electric service to freight trains 
to Burnside, and all service to Hawthorne and in 
the Chicago switch yards. 

6—Complete, electrification for all service to 
Riverdale, South Chicago, Blue Island, and Haw- 
thorne; electrification: for -passenger service to 
Flossmoor. '

Montrose, Colo., Sept. 23.—- [Special. ]—Pres- 
ident Taft today promised the aid of the gov- 
ernment in reclaiming the arid regions of the 
west by means of irrigation. The promise 
Was given after the president had officially 
opened one of the greatest irrigation projects 
which the government ever has carried out. 
This was the turning of the Gunnison river 
into the tunnel which pierces the heart of one 
of the Recky mountain ranges and carries the 
water into Uncompahgre valley, where 
140,000 acres of desert will be made into fer- 
tile farms. ; 

The president saw much of the wild west 
Auring the day. One feature was the relay of 
@eowgiris which was arranged in his honor. 
He also saw glimpses of the new west, when 
he visited the fruit exhibits at the county 
fairs here and at Grand Junction, and was 

told the almost unbelievable story of the 
present year's yield.

‘which the chief actor was one of the thirty- 
two Colorado sheriffs who have been the

Others who jumped in prevented 
the offended officer from using the gun in the 
presence of Colorado’s distinguished guest.

On either side 
of the deep ravine leading away from the 
portal of the great bore several thousand 
persons were gathered. A little stand had 
been erected for the president and his party 
right at the edge of the cut and looking aown 
150 feet to the opening of the tunnel. 

The tunnel has been hewn through 
miles of a mountain range, and, when 
tue project is completed next spring, will

wonders of the soil. : 

During the day Mr. Taft had been pre- 
sented with a golden key to the city of Mont- 
rose, a gold badge commemorating his visit 
and a gold table bell. It was with this little 
bell that the president opened the tunnel. 
The weight of the bell when set upon a cop- 
per plate representing the district of re- 
claimed lands, made the electrical connection 
which caused a squad of laborers, several 

miles away, to knock down the bulkheads 
Which were holding back the waters of the 
river. As the muddy wall of water rushed 
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noisily out of the concrete hole the crowd 
cheered. 

One of the irrigation pledges made by the 
president-was at Grand Junction, where he 
promised to look into the matter of com- 
pleting the Grand valley or Highline ditch 
project, which was begun a year ago by Sec- 
retary Garfield on a partnership arrange- 
ment between the government and the land 
owners. Secretary Ballinger ordered the work 
stopped and was upheld in his action by At- 
torney General Wickersham, who declared 
the contract and the Garfield currency ’’ 
certificates which had been issued for work 
performed to be illegal. 

In his Grand Junction speech Mr. Taft 
said: 

It seems to me as I look back upon my 
course since I entered Colorado that there 
has been nothing ‘but a flow of speech; but 
as the wonders of your country open it is 
difficult to restrain an expression of the et- 
fect of these developments upon a man who 
has known so little of them as I have. You 
look at the country in some places and it 
would seem as if it was the most godforsaken 
spot there was“ on earth, Then you pro- 
gress a mile or two and you see theinfluence 
of water, and it seems a paradise. It is al- 
most like the rubbing of Aladdin’s lamp and 
the production of such beauty, such prosper- 
ity, and such happiness, ‘the stone which 
was rejected of the builders has become the 
head of the corner.’ I am glad to see by 
your applause that there are some who rec- 
ognize the scripfural reference. 

Now what has been done here has been 

done largely or entirely by private enterprise, 
but there are a good many enterprises that 

involve the outlay of capital so large or re- 

quire so much risk that it is probably better 

to have the government help. You have an 

enterprise here that has just begun.. This 

Highline ditch, upon which I understand 
to be dependent 50,000 acres of land. has 

just begun, and yet all the government lands 

have been taken up with the expectation 

that it was to be put through. Something 

must be done. 

What I propose to do ts to examine the 

situation with as much care as possible and 

if the circumstances justify it to ask con- 

gress to give us authority to take steps which 

will enable the settlers ultimately to reap the 

harvest that they have been making so long

Portland, Me., Sept. 23.-—[Special.]}—Com- 
mander Peary crossed the international bor- 
der at Vanceboro this morning. He arrived 
in Portland tonight. He was the central 
figure. of a continuous demonstration all day. 

On his.arrival in his home city at 7:40 
p. m. Peary was given an enthusiastic wel- 
come by a large portion of the population. 
He was met at the station by Mayor Leigh- 
ton and the reception committee in carriages 
and escorted to the Auditorium, where he 
held a public reception. : 

Four companies of militia and a long pro- 
cession of residents, all carrying red fire, 
marched behind the carriages. The streets 
from the station to the Auditorium were lined 
with people. Thousands cheered the explor- 


er as he passed. : 
Governor Compliments Explorer. 


After the reception Commander Peary was 
banquetted. by the cities of Portiand and 
South Portland. At this function he was 
yociferously applauded by the dimers and 
complimented by half.a dozen speakers, in- 
cluding Gov. Fernald and President William 
Dewitt Hyde of Bowdoin college. 

It was midnight before the dinner was 
over and the speechmaking began. The last 
speaker wag the explorer himself. When he 
arose he wag generously acclaimed. 

„Nou know, as do I, today has been a white 
letter day for me,“ said Peary. The 
splendid demonstration in this city, every 
foot of which I knew in my boyhood days; 
this splendid gathering here, that striking 
loyalty from the governor straight from the 
shoulder, the fine tribute from Mayor Leigh- 
ton to Mrs. Peary, who has endured as much 
as I in this effort, have touched my heart as 
they will touch ber’s. 

„I have been asked, What ig the scientific 
value of the discovery of the north pole?’ 
There are some things about it that are a 
great deal greater than the gathering of 3 
few additional data about the earth. As long 
as there was a part of the earth undiscov- 
ered it was a reproach on humanity and a 
challenge to civilization. Another thing, it 
has accredited to the United States another 
milestone in history.

During the journey through eastern Maine 
Commander and Mrs. Peary, with their chil- 
dren and newspaper men, occupied the chair 
ear of the St. John express and overflowed 
inte other coaches. Along the 850 mile 
route Peary was cordial aad appreciative, 
aioough he appeared tired. At every sta- 
tion there was a cheering crowd. 

At Old Town the first big demonstration 
on this side of the border was made. At 
Bangor the explorer was welcomed by thou- 
sands, and when he walked into the con- 
course from the train shed wag given a 
suecession of cheers. Mayor Woodman es- 
egrted him to a carriage, and, with Gen. Hub- 
bard and members of the city council in other 
carriages, he was driven to a hotel, where

Commander Peary left Bangor at 3:40 p. m. 
on the Bar Harbor-New York express, after 
a stop of three hours. At Waterville he was 
officially welcomed. Members of the city 
government in carriages, over 1,000 school 
children on foot, headed by a band and es- 
corted by a company of the national guard, 
marched to the station, where a stand had 
been erected, 

When the train arrived the commander was 
escorted to the stand by Mayor Redington. 
The school children, each carrying an Ameri- 
can flag, were banked about the stand, with 
the guardsmen around them. As Peary 
mounted the stand the children cheered and 
waved their flags. Several thousand persons 
joined in the cheering. 

Gen. Thomas H. Hubbard, president of the 
Peary Arctic club, returned to Bar Har- 
bor tonight with some of the data and 
records which are to be used to maintain 
the position of the explorer in the Cook con- 
troversy. 

Peary has placed his case in Hubbard’s 
hands and a meeting of the officers of the 
Peary Arctic club will be called at the earliest 
possible moment in New York. This action 
will be taken because Hubbard believes 
Peary’s interests will benefit by an early sub- 
mission of his records and observations of 
the trip to the pole. 

It is reported that Commander Peary soon 
will resign from the navy.

KIEFF, Russia, Sept. 23.—There has been 
no massacre of Jews in Kieff. There have, 
however, been some slight disorders which 
apparently have been the foundation for the 
sensational reports sent abroad. These en- 
counters were so unimportant that they were 
not mentioned in the local newspapers. 

An investigation shows that on Sept. 7 a 
reactionary assaulted and beat a Jew in Slo- 
bodka. a suburb of Kleff, A number of Jews 
then attacked a tea house where a reaction- 
ary leader was holding a meeting. They 
broke the windows of the house with stones 
and demanded that the leader be delivered 
into their hands.

Again on Sept. 21 there was another en- 
counter of no importance, a small fracas, 
which was promptly put down by three 
policemen.

At the outset Mr. Cooley makes it plain he 
laces a limit on the changes and reforms 
favors, writing: 
In discussing some changes in our scheme 
of education, I wish to disclaim in advance 
any sympathy with the reformer who de- 


. gwoys the present scheme of education simply 


pecause it is an old one. I have too much 

for the wisdom of others and too 
little respect for my own judgment to be 
willing to take this responsibility.” 


School Ideas Not Democratic. 

Concernings the aims of the schoolg he 
qrites: 

“The leisure class theory of society has 
gominated the educational theories of the 
gchool. The privilege of acquiring the social 
heritage has been given to certain selected 
members of society who were planning to 
follow the professions. — 

“ While we have talked glibly about giving 
every boy a chance io become president of 

the United States, every one knows that the 
chances of this happening are only one in 
geveral millions. These chances hardly jus- 
tify keeping the training of all children 
along the lines that seem likely to profit the 
few. Such a theory of opportunity as this 
ean hardly be called democratic. 


Fairer System Is Needed. 

"Tt is evident that this so-called demo- 
cratic opportunity of becoming president is 
not a real opportunity to get the kind of edu- 
cation demanded by the conditions of mod- 
ern times. A fairer one must be substituted 
fer it. A system of schools that permits an 


merease in the number of the explofting class 


can hardly claim to be democratic.” 

Then says Mr. Cooley: 

„We seem to be ready to care for the for- 
tunate youth who is able to remain in school 
‘until he is 18 years of age, giving him in- 
struction that will fit him for the profes- 
sions, with all the advantages of our splen- 
We seem to 
grudge the poor boy, who is compelled to 


~ goto work. the opportunity to attend an even- 
lit school for more than four or five months, 


Schools for Pupils Who Work. 
There is little justice in this. Such schools 
should be run the year around, and should 
give as good opportunities to the young peo- 
ple who wish to attend them as are given to 

the day school pupils in our high schools. 
“We must, however, rely mainly upon 
day schools of the same sort which will offer 
opportunities for eight or ten hours a week 
for young people between the ages of 14 and 


16. This work should be compulsory, and 


the responsibility for attendance should be 
placed not only upon the youth himself but on 
the parent and the employer.“

Trustees’ Fuel Contracts Are 
Based on Showing of 
Steaming Efficiency. 


Says He Complied with All the 
Specifications, Bid Lowest, 
and Still Lost. 


Engineering reports on the coal which has 
been confracted for by the school board were 
made public yesterday indicating that the 
purchases have been made on the basis of 
steaming efficiency, other things being equal. 
While the contracts in most cases have not 
been let to the lowest bidders, the actual cost 
of the coal, considering efficiency, will be 
less than if the cheaper fuel had been bought. 

In the dispute between the New Kentucky 
Fuel company and the South Side Coal com- 
pany over the awarding of the contract to 
the latter for the coal to be supplied in the 
Fifth district. the engineering report shows 
that while the actual cost a 1,000 pounds of 
steam was lower from the samples furnished 
by the New Kentucky company, those sam- 
ples were not according to specifications. 
The South Side company ts affiliated with the 
City Fuel company. 

According to this report, the New Ken- 
tucky company furnished samples of 6 inch 
lump, while the specifications called for inch 
and a half lump. The 6 inch samples showed 
higher efficiency, but the engineers declare 
that coal of that sise is not so desirable as 
the smaller lump. The South Side company 
bid $3.11 a ton and the New Kentucky com- 
pany 20 cents a ton less. 


Says Board Favored “Trust.” 


Commenting on the rejection of the New 
Kentucky Fuel 8 bid, Je E. Bishop. 
secretary of the company said: 

“We absolutely complied with the specifi- 
eations, and any fair minded engineer will 
back up that statement. The whole thing is 
that the board did not want our, coal to go in, 

because we are not in the ‘trust.’ In fact. 

when I went to see President Urion he told 

me we had better withdr-w, because if we 

oy contract we would have to deliver the 
uff.’ 

“I told him I did not think that was a 
proper statement for a member of the school 
board to make and that I supposed that any 
company that got the contract would heve 
to live up to it. I don’t know whether we will 
take any further steps to get the contract, 
but I will consult with my attorneys in the 
morning.“

Po- 
lice officers had bette? beware of putting 
themselves in the power of any angered 
caterer to vice by taking bribes from him. 


FEWER STREET CAR DEATHS. 
The reports of four western railway 
systems that not a passenger has been 
killed by accident for a year serves to 
call the attention of Chicagoans te the 
fact that many people have deen killed 
on the street car lines of this city. Con- 
trary to the general impression, however, 
the number of street railway fatalities is 
not increasing. In 1907 183 persons lost 
their lives in street car accidents, or one 
life every other day. In 1908 the number 
of victims dropped to 167, slifftitly more 
than three a week. The first eight 
months of the present year show a total 
of 114, giving an average slightly greater 
than that of last year, but still much 
below the record of 1907. : 

Coroner Hoffman predicts a graduab. 
diminution in the death rate, partly be- 
cause numerous fatalities now are trace- 
able to the rehabilitation work, which 
will be finished after a time, and partly 
because an object lesson is made of each 
fatality.: If it appears that some safety 
device or precaution would have pro- 
vented a fatal accident, recommendation 
is made at the inquest that such a device 
be installed. These recommendations are 
acted on usually, bringing about a grad- 
ual improvement of conditions, Several 
motormen have been held to the grand 
jury on charges of crimiual carelessness. 
No safety device can prevent a motorman 
from being careless, but prosecution of 
offenders will go far toward making the 
streets safe. | 

The remark of a judge of the Munici- 
pal court recently that motormen were 
becoming more careless of human life 
than ever before was inspired by the 
death record of twenty-two for July, that 
being the largest number of fatalities in 
any month since January, 1908, when the 
total was twenty-four. Last month the 
number of persons killed was ten, which 
is nearly as far below *he monthly aver 
age as twenty-two is above it. 

If the coroner and the judges continue 
to make an object lesson of every case 
that comes before them .the death rate 
ean be reduced much further. The main 
cause of accidents, however, is the reck- 
Jess disregard of danger shown by many 
pedestrians. Nothing ean do away with 
that unless the process of natural selec 
tion ultimately eliminates all 
sponsible people. :

IR WILLIAM CROSSMAN has been 
solemnly expelled from the labor party 
in England. And thereby hangs a tale. 
Sir William enjoys the distinction of 
| having been the first leader of the 
labor party to receive the honor of knight- 
hood from the king; and it is this that has 
proved his undoing. About three years ago 
the king, accompanied by Queen Alexandra, 
made a state visit to Cardiff, where at the 
time the office of mayor was held by the labor 
leader of the district, a working mason of the 
name of William Crossman. The labor party 
at Cardiff ts of the most advanced Radical 
type, strongly Socialistic, and with leanings 
towards Republicanism. It was as a forceful 
exponent of these views that Crossman was 
elected as mayor. . 

There was a good deal of discussion when 
the king’s visit to the marquis and marchion- 
ess of Bute at Cardiff castle was announced 
as to whether the municipality should take 
any part in according a welcome to the sov- 
ereign. But it was finally decided that pub- 
lic sentiment would be in favor of a munici- 
pal welcome, and that to abstain therefrom 
would be to needlessly antagonize a large ele- 
ment of the good old city of Cardiff against 
the, labor party. : 

King Edward, without warning any one of 
his intention, took advantage of the presence 
of the mayor at the head of the local author- 
ities assembled to welcome him to Cardiff, to 
tap him on the shoulder with the sword of one | 
of his equerries, éxclaiming the mystic 
words, Arise, Sir William Crossman!” 
thus donverting the working mason into Sir 
William Crossman in the twinkling of an eye. 
— 


The action of Edward VII. in thus trans- 
forming its leader into a knight created a 
considerable amount of confusion in the 
ranks of the labor party at Cardiff. Some 
felt flattered by this royal recognition of the 
labor element, others resented it. But no 
matter how they took it, the fact remains 
tliat it became difficult for a man who had 
received a title from the sovereign to lead 
his followers any further in the direction of 
Republicanism, and to preach Socialistic war 
against the monarchy. 

Within a year afterwards charges began 
to be made that Sir William Crossman was 
coquettint with Liberalism—that is to say, 
with the government; and recently matters 
came to a head when Sir William, in a mu- 
nicipal contest, declined to support the labor 
candidate against the Liberal nominee, with 
thé result that the laborite was defeated. 
This was the crowning blow, and according- 
ly Sir William has been read out of the labor 
party at Cardiff, and loses, ipso facto, the 
stipend of $600 a year from its funds; nota 
very large amount of money perhaps to a 
full fledged knight, whose wife bears the 
title of Lady Crossman, but still a consider- 
ation to a mere working mason. 

: ~~ 

This has not been the only instance of King 
Edward thrusting honors upon people un- 
awares. It is not so long ago that he invited 
John Kirk of the London fresh air fund and 
Ragged’ School union celebrity to Bucking- 
ham palace to receive, as he believed, a royal 
subscription to both these charities. He got 
the subscription. But he was also, without 
the slightest warning. converted into a 
knight, through a tap on the shoulder by the 
king with-one of the equerries’ swords. Kirk 
is a most modest man, who had always pro- 
fessed not merely a disdain but even an aver- 
sion for titles, who would probably not have 
visited Buckingham palace had he known 
what was in store for him. But once knight- 
ed there was no help for it, and he remains 
to this day Sir John Kirk. 

The late William Randall Cremer, so well 
known in this country and in Kurope as a 
peace propagandist, and who was by trade a 
oarpenter, remaining until the end of his 


days a member of the carpenters’ union, was | 


similarly knighted; and I have always had 
an idea that the objection of James Keir 
Hardie and William Crooks, two of the labor 
members in parliament, to attend the gar- 


den parties at Windsor and at Buckingham |

the fear that Edward VII. might possibly 
take it into his head to suddenly transform 
them then and there into knights, and there- 
by destroy their political future and their 
hold upon their party before they could say 
or do anything to avert the catastrophe.

Teetotalers are likely to receive a shock 
when they learn that Exeter hall, which for 
the last seventy-five years of the nineteenth 
century was the headquarters of the temper- 
ance cause in Great Britain, and where the 
first teetotal meeting in London was held, 
has given way to a hotel, among the features 
of which are extensive and richly stocked 
cellars, and also atypical American bar.

Chicago ought to have an indus- 
trial museum, And whenI say that we ought 
to have an industrial museum I mean that 
we ought to have a central, working, edu- 
cational institution which would show the 
history, distribution, living conditions and 
present operating methods of the various in- 
dustries. mee 

Some industries would have to be treated 
in large measure through the ute of charts, 
photographs, 
others could be shown by the performance 
of actual work on a Umited scale. 

_ We all could derive benefit from such an 
institution. r instance, how many of us 
know how many ways there are of producing 
sugar and what these several methods are? 

Probably there is nothing which the aver- 
age man looks at oftener than he does at 
printers’ ink; yet how many men know what 
printers’ ink is made of and what constitutes 
its process of manufacture? 

The value of such an institution for young 
people would be incalculable. . It would give 
a comprehensive industrial survey. a work-~ 
ing outlook, on life and would thus aid 
many in choosing their proper spheres as 
useful, producing, contented, industrial 
units. 

The initial expense of such an undertaking 
would of necessity be considerabie, but it is 
possible that it in time could be made large- 
ly, if not wholly, self-eustaining. 

Can’t such an industrial museum be built 
in the city of Chicago? I think that it can. 
Of this. however, I am quite suré—such an 
institution as this, when coupled with our 
present Manual training and technical school 
development, would link our industrial and 
educational systems together as nothing else 
possibly could.

In response to a complaint from Frederick 
Greeley, Harbor Master Walter Scott yester- 
day began an effort toward reducing the 
amount of steamboat whistling within the 
city’s jurisdiction. 

The definite idea he struck upon was the 
most satisfactory remedyfor the unneces- - 
sarily burtal“ racket was the enactment of | 
an ordinance limiting the size of whistles to 
be used in signaling bridge tenders. At the 
present time sirens the size of beer kegs are 
permissible, and the harbor master is con- 
vinced that a small second whistle will an- 
swer as well. xs 

In addition, Capt, Scott inquired into thé 
wording of the ordinance regulating vessel 
whistles. This be found to be exact in its 
limitation of the signal to sharp, short 
sounds, 

Law Limits the Whistling. 

The law follows: 

Every owner, officer, or person in charge of « 
vessel passing up or down on the Chicago river, 
or any of its branches, or the Calumet river, Shall 
sound or cause to be sounded a steam whistle te 
signal bridgetenders to open and swing bridges, 
and such signal shall be three sharp, short sounds 
of the Whistle to be given in succession as quickly 
as possible and not to be prolonged, and the whistle 
to be used for this purpose shall be of suitable 
size to be heard. 

In the code of 1897, sinee replaced by the 
Tolman revision of 1905, Capt. Scott found a 
provision that whistles for bridge signaling 
should be at least thirteen inches in length 
and three inches in diameter, with the steam 
pipe limited to a one inch diameter. His 
remedy for present troubles, he said, would 
be a substitution of not more than for at 
least.“

PUBLICITY NOW Is URGED. 


Standards of Education for Nurses Are 
Said to Be Too High. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—Ihustrations 
ot the rapid decline in the use of drugs in the 
various hospitals of the country featured 
today’s session of the eleventh annual con- 
ference of the American Hospital associa- 
tion here. They were shown in the report of 
the committee on hospital efficiency, hospital 
finance, and economics of administration, 
which was presented by Dr. R. R. Ross, 
superintendent of the Buffalo (N. .) Gen- 
eral hospital. 


Great. Decrease in Cost. 

Dr. Ross declared that fifteen years ago 
the annual cost of medicines for each patient 
in the Massachusetts general hospital was 
$2.00, while last year it was only 91 cents. 
He showed that the cost of drugs in the 
Buffalo general hospital also had shown a 
marked decrease for the last year. 
It is difficult to predict what the future 
of medicine in hospitals is going to be, said 
Dr, Ross. Undoubtedly drugs will con- 
tinue to be used, but other agencies or some 
agency: still unknown to us will have a place. 
There will perhaps be doctors to preach and 
pray, doctors to prescribe the correct meth- 
ods for the use of the mind, specialists on 
fresh air and exercise, and doctors to pre- 
scribe drugs and operate. These statements 
may seem to be in lighter vein, yet hospitals 
are beginning to adapt themselves to the 
changed conditions.“ 


Full Publicity Is Urged. 

The committee urged full publicity of hos- 
pital affairs, declaring it entirely ethical for 
hospitals to present their advantages before 
the public in an attractive manner and in 
such a way as to encourage confidence in the 
public and a knowledge among patients that 
their interests are being carefully guarded. 
That the standards for the education of 
nurses being enforced in many hospitals 
are unnecessarily high was the burden of an 
address by Dr. R. M. Phelps. assistant super- 
intendent of the Rochester State hospital of 
Rochester, Minn.
